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PEESIDENT McKINLEY’S CAREER. 
Wirlism MeKinley was born of Scotch 
parents at Niles, Ohio, February 26, 
1844. He was educated at the public 
echools and at the Poland (Ohio) acade- 
my. In 1861, at the outbreak of tha 
civil war, he enlisted as a private in 
the Union ermy, and before its close 
had risen to the rank of major. Hs 
then entered Lhe legal profession, and 
in 1868 was admitted to the bar and 
began practice at Canton, Obio. He 
was chosen prosecuting attorney of 
Stark Co., Ohio, in 1869. He entered the 
house of resresentatives in 1877, and 
was soon snofvn to be a zealous ‘and 
able protectionist, and, ultimately he 
became chairman of the committee on 
ways and means, which formed the 
famous tariff known as the McKinley 
tariff of 1890. In November, 1900, he 
was defeated at the election for can- 
gress, but three years later was elect- 
ed governor of Ohio by a tremendous 
majority. He was zealous and. able 
in the performance of his many duties 
and was regarded as a possibie candi- 
date for the presidency in the very 
near future. His chances became more 
and more favorable until he was nom- 
inated ia i8¥6. His opponent, William 
Jennings Bryan, stood on a silver the 
populist platform, while Mr. McKin- 
ley was the advocate and champion 
of sound currency. The contest was 
spirited and keen, and in many States 
ot the Union it was prophesied that 
Bryan would be an easy victor, -but 
many democrats voted for McKinley 
and at the election in November, 1896, 
he was returned by a very large mi- 
jority, carrying some thirty States. 
His term of office commenced in 
March, 1897, and shortly after his un- 
dertaking the duties of his high pesi- 
tion there occurred *he imbroglio be- 
tween the United Sitaies and Spain, 
which ended in the Spanish-American 
war. The president did his utmost to 
avert hostilities, but his pacific actions 
were of no avail. His task was a dif- 
ficult one, but he strengthened his 
position with the American people by 
his conduct under the trying situation. 
During 1899, however, there was great 
dissatisfaction felt at the way in which 
he shielded the minister of war, Mr. 
Alger, in the face of proved incompet- 
ence, and General Otis, whose conduct 
of the military operations in the 
Philippines was severely criticized. 

His conduct of affairs generally had, 
however, been of such a satisfactory 
character that be was nominated in 
November, 1900, for a seaoqnd term’ of 
office, being again opposed by Bryan. 
With the object of re-uniting the 
democratic party, Mr, Bryan toned 
down his silver prociivities very con- 
siderably. The McKinley administra- 
tion took its stand upon its war re- 
cord, and the popular feeling was that 
McKinley would be re-elected, which 
proved to be the case, the early morn- 
ing retarns on November 6, 1900, be- 
ing 305 for McKinley and. 142 for Bry- 
an. MecKirley’s policy was considér- 
ed to be practical, and had for its 
basis the fostering of the business in- 
terests of the country, and thns he 
secured the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people. He always represented. the 
protectionist party, the nation trust- 
ed him and supported the firm and 
consistent policy of his administra- 
tion. ‘ ’

ESQUIMAX AND INDIAN CURIOUS. 

Cc. W. Mathers brought back with 
him from Peel river aad points on 
the Mackenzie and Athabasca a num- 
ber of Esquimaux and Indian curios- 
ities, as well as photographic views, 
The views are now in process of de- 
velopment. Mr. Mather’s reputa- 
tion 1s 1 photo artist is a sufficient 
assurance that they will do justice to 
the subject. They will be the only 
views taken in the north country by 
a professional photographer using the 
latest and most complete appliances. 

The curios, the actual work of the 
natives, bring them actually nearer 
than the photos. They show their 
manner of life and as well the dif- 
ferent manners and habits of mind 
of different tribes. The Esquimaux 
were met only at)’ McPherson on Peel 
river and are the most interesting, 
not only because they are the myst dis- 
tant and the least known, but because 
they are most independent of civilized 
influences and show by far the great- 
est ingenuity and industry in the 
manufacture of their tools, utensils 
and weapons. in appearance they re- 
semble the Japanese much more than 
they do the Indians and their skill 
and industry would indicate such a re- 
Jationship rather than with the In- 
dians. The Esquimaux and Indians 
have no intercourse whatever. They 
look upon each other, as ot different 
and hostile race. At-the time of Mr. 
Mather’s visit to Fort McPherson both 
Esquimaux from the Arctic coast and 
Louchieux from the Yukon were camp- 
ed there. Trouble had arisen and for 
a time there was every prospect| of 
serious disturbance. But it did not 
occur as the stay of both parties at 
the post was short. 

Mr. Mathers was particularly struck 
by the expertness of the Esquimaux 
in navigating their kyaks or — ekin 
fboats. These boats gre about fifteen 
feet long of whale skin drawn tightly 
over a frame work, and covering’ the 


top as well as the sides and bottom. 


A hole in the centre of the deck! the 
seize of the man’s body allows him to 
kneel in the boat. It is navigated by 
a long double bladed paddle. Mr. 
Mathers has a small model of a kyak, 
about two feet long, an exact repro- 
deution in miniature of those in use, 
The bottom is much sharper than that 
of a birch bark canoe and would there- 
fore be so much more cranky. But the 
Esquimaux manage them with per- 
fect safety and the utmost dexterity. 

The Esquimaux are expert workers 
not only in irom but in steel, and: in- 
seed manufacture their own weapons 
and tools by working over steel ar- 
ticles of civilized manufacture. They 
prefer the knives and tools they make 
themselves to those sold by the trad- 
ers, Mr. Mathers has a large two edg- 
ed knife somewhat over a foot. in 
length made by the Esquimaux from 
a Jarge blacksmith rasp. The shape 
of the kmife & as periect, and the fin- 
ish as elegant as could be turned out 
of the best works in Sheffield, except 
that on one side of the upper and heav- 
ier part of the blade soma of the 
rouganess of the rasp still remains. 
What means are used by the Esqui- 
maux to produce such results Mr. 
Mathers does not know. But he has 
the knife and it speaks. for. itself. The 
handle is wrapped with white whale 
exin. The knife is used for cutting 
snow with which to gonstruct their 
winter houses or igloos. 

He has two other knives evidently, 
ordinary knives worked over. They 
are used for shaving and shaping wood. 
They are about three inches in length

with a straight edge sloping sligktiy 
backward, and are fastened into long 
crooked handles. One of the handles 
is a part of the rib of a whale, and the 
other a prong of a deer’s horn. The 
method of using is by grasping the 
handle in the right hand just above 
the blade with the edge facing towards 
the left. The knife is therefore work- 
ed by pusbing from the operator, in- 
stead ot drawing to him as is the case 
in the use of the dgaw knife or spoke 
shave which are used for like work by 
civilized peoples. The long crooked 
handie of the Esquimaux knife gives 
support to the hand by resting on the 
arm above the elbow. 

A gimblet with a contrivance at- 
jtached to hasten work is worthy of a 
‘patent. The gimblet itself is a small 
four sided awl, about two inohes; in 
length. The handle of the awl is a

of wood held in the mouth of | the 
gperator and the article to be bored.

end of the spear handle. A soft line of 


whale skin is attached, to the handle, 


to which also is attached am inflated 


The other end of the line is 


bladder. 


attached to the bone shank of ithe 


barb. The line is so wound around the 
handle, and) ‘he loose section as to 
hold the baib in place until the spear is 


thrown andthe barbfinds lodgement 


under the skin of the victim. By this 
action the line becomes unwound re- 
leasing the barb from the handle. As 
the animal dives the resistance of the 
bladder causes the line to unwind #1- 
together so that the harpoon handle 
and bladder are at one end of the line 
and the animal with the barb in bis 
The tendency of 
the bladder is to rise. This keeps the 


flesh at the other. 


line taut, and when the animal rises 
toward the surface the bladder ap- 
pears before he does. 
who are on the watch, in their kyaks, 
are thus given time to reach the spot 


before the animal himself appears so 
that they may attack him with their 


lances or long bladed spears which are 


used for killing not for throwing. ‘The 


purpose of allowing the handle of the 
harpoon to become detached from the 
barb is that the handle may not, by 
working the barb backwards and for- 
wards tend tol oosen it from, its place 
in the flesh. 

There are a number of fish hooks 
of Esquimaux make. These are all 
made of one pattern but of different 
sizes. The shank of the hook is of 
bone and of the shape ofa fish. The 
line is attached through a ‘hole in the 
tail and the spike, of iron, which! acts 
as a barh is cut through the head.

Mr. Math- 
ers has a fishing line of whalebone 
with five small hooks attached ‘just 
as it was used by the Esquimaux. The 
line is sufficiently pliable for the pur- 
pose and is wrapped on a bobbin about 
eighteen inches in length. 

A fishing net is a great curiosity, 
It is thoroughly wel: made the cord be- 
ing fine, the meshes regular and) the 
knots close. The cord of which it is 
made is from the roots of the northern 
pine or willow. It is very strong and 
lasting. He also has a gample of the 
bone implemert used in making the 
net. ; 

An Esguimaux pipe of native make 
is of wood slightly curved and is about 
six inches long. The bowl is deep and 
narrow with a metal flare around the 
itiop. A piece of deer skin with the 
hair attached) is always fastened! to 
the pipe, and a binut iron spike is 
well. The preparation for a smioke in- 
volves picking a very small bundle o/ 
hair from the piecs of deer skin, plac- 
ing it in the pipe bowl and jam- 
ming it tightly in the bottom with 
the spike. Then a very small piece 
of tobaceg is put in and a light ap- 
plied. The smoker takes a few in- 
halations of the smoke into his lungs. 
This is enough to exhaust the small 
quantity of tobacco put in, and the 
smoke is ended. The remains of ‘the 
tobacco and. the deer hair are care- 
fully poked out with the spike, and 
the pipe is ready to be loaded again. 

A most peculiar article of personal 
adornment is a pair of buttons like 
pieces of stone or bene ‘which are worn 
inserted im slits through the lower lip.

! of the Mackenzie at Fort Norman, 
Simpson and Providence he was able to 
procure a few specimens of interest. 
One of these is a Small bee hive ‘shap- 
ed basket woven of cord or thread 
made from tree roots. The texture is 
very close, but not close enough to 
hold water. A ‘birch bark basket, a 
birch bark canoe, a‘fire bag and straps 
handsomely marked in beads. Sever- 
al belts of beadwork and procupine 
quill work and a part of a sack of 
moose pemmican. 

Not the least interesting of Mr. 
Mathers curios is from nature’s work- 
shop. It is a small cube of pure rock 
salt from) a movntaio off that sub- 
stance existing near Fort Norman. It 
is almost as transparent as glass.

The total height to which the gravel 


will be raised from the bottom of the 
pit will be 110 feet. The foundations 
are excavated ten feet into the solid 
bedrock, and the frame is built in ja 
series of eight stories averaging about 
14 feet. 

The capacity of the buckets is 21-2 
cubic feet with a space of 18 inches be- 
tween each bucket, of which there are 
93, calculated to rum ait a speedi of 60 
ft. per minute. The power is delivered 
from the old pipe line which formerly 
worked the hydraulic elevators. It 
will operate a 24 inch Peltom wheel, 
under a head of 400 feet, and can be ex- 
tended to a height giving a 700 foot 
head if necessary. This pipe line will 
also furnish the water for the giant tio 
pipe the bank. Another giant will use 
water from the old Williams creek 
diteh which has:been enlarged to 5 ‘ft. 
The gravel in the bank will be piped 
into the sluice flumes, which empty on 
a screen separating gil material over 
six inches. For the present all large 
rock will have to be hoisted out as 
there is mo room in the pit tq pile 
them. But as there does not appear to 
be but few boulders or large rocks the 
disposal of them shiould not be difficult 
or expensive! once the pit is enlarged. 
The pit mow represents a space otf 
55,000 yards. It 1s circular in form and 
60 or 70 feet deep. 

The matertal after passing through 
the screen, drops into a hiopper from 
which it is dredged by the buckets. 
It is carried to the top of the building 
at a speed|of 60 ft. to the minute, and 
there emptied on another grizzly, 
which separates all stuff over 2 inch- 
es in diameter. The fine dirt is then 
passed over a revolving screen, 15 fi. 
long by 30 in diameter, constructed ‘of 
double crimped cloth with 3-8 inch 
meshes. A 4 inch! jet pipe under heavy 
pressure washes the dirt while in the 
screen. From the screen it will fall on 
tables made of expanded metal laid on 
cocoanut metting. The dirt running 
to the dump w:'l pass through a com- 
partment flume, the coarse on the one 
side, and the finer stuff as it comes 
from the screen and tables on the oth- 
er side. Water for this purpose is 
‘brought from the William’s Creek 
ditch through! an 19 inch pipe. The 
water that is used in piping in the pit, 
will, after running through the hopper 
pass through a series of settling tanks, 
and then to the drain tunnel. 

The elevator is now raising 1500 yds. 
of gravel per day, Which will bein. 
creased ta 3,000 yds. in 24 hours with 
a full head of water ana if the gravel 
is as rich as some six thousand yards 
taken ovt last fall it means that $3,- 
210,00 worth of gold is being extracted 
every 24 hours. Owing to the lateness 
of the season it will not be fossible to 
make a Jomg run. If the output for 
the present short run is satisfactory

Ottawa Journal; Dr. J. A. Tierney, 
of St. Albert, Alberta, formerly of Fal- 
lowfield, is in the city visiting . his 
brother-in-law, Mr. P. J. Coffey, 
county registrar. Dr. Tierney has 
been in the west four years and, now 
enjoys a lucrative practice. The doc- 
tor thinks the Alberta district is an 
ideal one for settlers. He says hun- 
dreds are now taking up land there. 
The country has all the fertility of 
the more eesterly prairies but 
has the advantage of having a fair 
amount of timber near at. hand and of 
having cheap fuel, there being large 
qualities of soft coal in the district. 
Coal cam be bought at the mines for 
$1 per ton. Dr. Tierney says that for- 
eigners unfamiliar with western farm- 
ing methods go into that country, and 
in a few. years find themselves in com- 
fortable - circumstances. Therefore. 
he says, that young men from Eastern 
Canada who know all about farming 
are bound to prosper in the Alberta 
country. He says land can be bought 
for $3 an acre «t cam be homesteaded. 
A young man -vith smali capital can 
get a large faim, whereas if be re- 
mains in the east he will only get! a 
small farm and spend most. of his life 
paying off a mortagage. 

Dr. Tierney says the Galicians in the 
Alberta district are getting along very 
well. They are adopting up-to-date 
methods in farming, own their thresh- 
ing mills, etc., and are gradually be- 
coming like other residents of the 
epuntry. For instance a number of 
them have discarded the sheepskin 
clothing and are now wearing Cona- 
dian cloth.

t In your issue of the 26th oo the 
report of the meeting of the residents 
of the east side for the discussion of 
the mail improvement question was 
given which expressed the views of the 
people of that portion of Beaver Jake 
district. Unfortunately their views do 
mot and apparently cannot coincide 
with those of the people of the west 


side as expressed in the original peti- 


tion for the improvement iu question.) 
While the grievance of infrequency 

in the ma service is generally felt 
oni admitted on both sides of the lake 
the point of inefficiency is denied and 
disputed by the east siders. This the 
residents of the west and southwest 
bring forward as one of the .main rea- 
sons for the change asked for they 
consider that if the route from the 
Fort to Ross Creek P. O. were changed 
to that proposed from Bittern lake 
P. O. to Northern IV’. O. the service to 
Beaver lake district would be consid- 
erably more efficient. Comparing 
these two routes the observer will see 
at once the advantages which the pro- 


posed route has over the pres, 
ent. Not only is the praposed 
royte one which ‘traverses a 
much better country and is a good 


roadbed the year around, but it passes 
through a district that is rapidly, be- 
coming densely populated. From Bit- 
tern lake to Northern is a beautiful 
extent of country unsurpassed in pas- 
toral and agriculturai possibilities. 
This district is already heavily peopled 
and agitation is on foot forthe open- 
ing rp of two past offices on. the line 
extending from Bittern lake porth- 
eastward to Beaver lake district. As 
Northern post affice in the Beaver lake 
district is but 25 miles from Bittern 
lake which has for a year past or more 
enjoyed the privilege of a weekly mail 
service and for the other reasons ibove 
mentioned it is plainly evident that 
an extension for ain addition to the 
route from Wetaskiwin to Bittern 
lake would be advantageous td the 
new district opening up and also to the 
Beaver lake district itself. It is no 
secret that for the greater part of the 
summer months the road. from the 
Fort to Beaver lake is practically im- 
jpassable. The mail carrier has cer- 
tainly got Lhrough brit to what trouble 
to himseit and annoyance and incon. 
venience to the perseveringly patient 
settlers at the iake. The mail is us- 
ually from one to 24 bours late and 
frequently we have received some of 
it im a pulpy mass it saving taken 

a bath, or several, of them along’ the 
route. Then the mail carrier serves 
no points pétween the Bort and Ross 
Creek, a scheduled distance of 31 miles, 
but an actual gt ee distance via 
trail of more than 43 miles whereas at 
least two post affices would open up 
between Bittern lake and Northern 
as soon as this latter route is estab- 
lished as it necessarily will have to be. 


Thus the point of irefficiency is fully 
established and the residents of the 
west and seathwest of Beaver lake 
district feel themselves justified in 
asking for the change.

WOSTOK.

Sunday, 8th September, will be 


long remembered. as a red-letter day 
by the settlers of Wostok; for on this 
day the most Reverend Tikhon, Bishop 
of the Orthodox Russian church of 
North America, consecrated. the hand- 
some church building iv honor of the 
Holy Trinity. This building is capable 
of accomodating some eight hundred 


persons, and is probably the largest 
church in Alberta. ‘The service of con- 
secration commenced at 10 o'clock. 


After vesting the bishop proceeded ‘to 
place together the pieces of the holy 
table upon which were served wine and 
oil, and signed with holy unjuent. 
The service was brought to a tonclus- 
ion by a solemn procession outside the 
building—the bishop’s deacon bearing 
ihe censer, and the priest-in-charge 
sprinkling the walls with holy water 
Then followed a celebratioa of the 
eucharist the bishop officiating. 
This was a most imp “essive Ceremony. 
The magnificent vestments of the 
hisbop, of white and gold, and the 
brighi coloring of the dress worn by 
priest and deacon, sub-decon and 
various acolytes and attendants. 
bicicirseret to make a mast striking 
A noteworthy feature was the 


picture. 
intense attention and reverence 
shown by the iarge congregat ion, 


which in spite of the incie ment weather 
numbered some six hunut-¢ souls. rhe 
singing,entirely unaccomp anied, by the 


whole congregation, some of the men’s 
rich, 


voices being particularly 
reveberated and re-echoed in the 
large dome. In ashort address to the 


people his lordship bishop Tikhon after 

a few words of fatherly comfort and 
advice, alluded to the fact that the 
work of the Russian church had, been 
grossly slandered. They were ,accus- 
ed.of trying to bring the people of this 
country to swear allegiance to the 
Czar of Russia. And bis lordship went 
on to say of course this accusé ation was 
foolish, for the work of Christ’s church 
was not to make people politicians, but 
Christians, and the weapons of the 
Christian were not carnal, but spirit- 
ual. Then followed the beautiful and 
eolemn eucharist after the wre of of 


St. John Chryoostom, the gospel be- 
ing intoned in Russian by the deacon 
John 


in English by the Priest (St. 
Vil, verse 32.). A epecial place with- 
in the Hioly doors was occupied, by the 
Rev. Rural Dean d’Easum, M. A., of 
Fort Saskatchewan, who bad received 
a courteous and krot herly invitation 
from Rev. Father Korchinsky, the 
priest in charge, to assist at the ser- 
wiees. Among the English speaking 
members of the congregation were Mr. 
Lelcher, of Wostok, and Mr, C. W. Sut- 
ter, immigration agent, who came 
from Edmonton, in order to be presh 
ent. The bad weather prevented many 
others from, attending. The service 
over, every member of the congrega- 
tion was presented by the bishop with 
a memento of the) happy occasion, the 
women and, girls receiving each a. lit- 
tle ercss, and the males a small pic- 
ture. A number of the congregation 
were hospitably entertained to dinner 
by Father Korchinsky, to whose un- 
tiring efforts and labor of love this 
crowning Success is largely due. On 
Monday morning his lordship conse- 
erated a second church at Bukovina, 
some six miles from Wostok, to St. 
Nicholas. Some three hundred peo- 
ple were present. Bishop Tikhon 
agiin in speaking to his people, re- 
ferred to the false charge of the work 
if the cburch being political, and not 
Christian. After the. eucharist, the 
bishop, priests, deacon and congrega- 
tion sat’ down to an opest air luncheon, 
where many Russian dainties were 
provided by the people of the parish.

The be- 
lief of the founders of the constitution 
in its educyting and clevating influ- 
ence was sound so long as it only ap- 
plied to people of a suitable habit of 
mind. The mistake was in supposing 
that it was of universal application, 
That mistake has been amply evident 
in the case of the freed men of the 
South for the past thirty-five years, 
but the leaders of the people persist- 
ently shut their eyes to the facis. The 
murder o° the president may open 
them as nothing else couid.. 

There is and can be no absolutely 
perfect system of government in this 
world. That is the most perfect sys- 
tem which is best fitted to the condi- 
tion and habit of mind of the people 
governed. Free and enlightened goy- 
ernment is only best for free apd en- 
ligghtened people. When those who are 
nxt suited for the exercise of free goy- 
ernment take part in it, it is diverted 
from its purpose and becomes an in- 
Sirument of, or a protection for, ty- 
ranny in the bands of one or another.
